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REMARKS 

In response to the Office Action dated August 29, 2005, Applicants respectfully 
request reconsideration. 

Allowed claims 

Claims 21 and 22 stand allowed. The AppUcants thank the Examiner for allowing 
claims 21 and 22. 

35 U.S.C. § 102 rejections 

Claims 23-47 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(a) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 5,961,604 (Anderson). Claims 23-47 have been canceled without prejudice. 
Thus, the rejection of claims 23-47 is moot. 

Claims 48-57
